Taxpayers of ‘Wilmington who
attended an organization meeting
Tuesday night in that city to elect
officers and adopt by-laws in the
Taxpayers and Voters Lengue
which is attracting widespread at-
tention in the district, Went on
record as being opposed to any
further exploitation of the prop-
erty hol(lgr under the guise of
public improyements.

Resolutions pledging the mem-

Rippy, and were set'out
in a comparative form so that
“their significance could readily be
ahsorhed. - The facts were essen- |
tially the same as was set out in |
the report of the meeting pub-
lished last” week, as the discussion
on this phase of the charter took
practically the same general direc-
tion.

In addition to the financial side
of the question, Mr, Rippy intro-
duced two letters he had received
from . the authorities in charge of
school districts not connected with
the Los Angeles system, one of
which because of its similarity to
the conditions obtaining in Tor-
rance was heard with interest, The
letter, from Irank J. Dore, clerk
of the Montebello school distriet,
follows: y :

“Montebello, Calif.
“Februawy 20, 1932,
“Mr. Chas. T. Rippy,

“Chairman Board of
“Torrance, Calif.
“Dear Mr. Rippy: .

“In reply to your letter of recent
date gelative to a preposed with-
drawal of the City of ,Torrance
from the Los Angeles School Dis-
trict, I can. assure you that as far
as the Montebello School District
is concerned there is no sentiment
in this district favoring annexa-
tion to the Los Angeles School
District. :

“At the opening of school
the present year we had an
enroliment of approximately
2,900 pupils in nine elementary
schools and 600 in the high
school  with a . total faculty
numbering 120 teachérs. The
total assessed valuation of the
district was somewhat under
$24,000,000. If you will con-.
sult your Taxpayers' Guide for
1931 you will, note that our
total school tax rate is $1.24
or 38c under that of Los An-
geles. You will also note that
Montebello has the lowest
school tax rate of any urban
community in Los Angtlu
county.

“Our salary schedule in the cln-
mentary schools ranges from $1,309,
to $2,000 for teachers and in  the
high séhool from $1,800 to $2,808;
thud comparing favorably in salaryh
rating with Los Angeles City. -1f
you will make an Inquiry at the
office of the County Superinten-
dent of Schools you will find that,
both our high and our elementary
schools rank among the mest ef-
ficienit in the county.

“Recently when the Laguna
School District, .situated south of
Montebello, found itself in a situ-
ation in which it was obliged to
choose between ammexation to Los
Angeles City or to Maontebello, it
unanimously petitioned for annex-
ation to Montebello, thus adding
about $6,000,000 in asséssed valua-
tion and 160 pupils to our district.

“In view of the above briefly
stated conditions you will doubt=
less surmise that here in Monte-
bello we are strong fob running
our own schools, - Should you wish
further information .and care to
make us a personal visit, T shall
be glad to have our school super-
intendent, M. R. Jacobs, make ar-
rangements for' a conference at
the office of the school bhoard
where ' complete information is
available pertaining to the admin-
istration of the affairs of the
Montebello School District,

The second letter introduced by
Mr. Rippy, signed by F. E. in-
terton, secretary and business
manager of the board of educa-
tion of Pomona, contained the fol-
lowing paragraphs: .

“1. The argument about cost
of supplies Is probably true of
small districts, but districts as
large as yours can buy at a
price which will compare fav-
orably with- Los Angeles, it
that city's overhead is taken
into account.

“2. The smaller community
has an advantage as to teacher
cost, if living conditions are
favorable. Many of our teach-
ers prefer to ‘llve here and
take a lower salary than they
would receive in the ecity.

"8, Our Board has been
particularly free from any
political influence. It may be
that this condition dobes not
exist in all communities, I
think that would depend large-~
ly upon thé type of men elect-
ed to ‘the Board, and we have
been fortunate In having men
of high ideals on our boards,
I do not know what the con-
ditions are in Los Angeles so
far as politics are concerned,
but I have in mind several
large cities .in the East where
the' schools are in the hands
of politiclans, and conditions
could .not be worse in small
towns.

“Ag you can see from the above,
I fayor self-governnsent of schools
in citles large epough to systemas
tise the purchase and distribution
of supplies and equipment, and
that are able to offer falr salaries,
and good living conditions to em-
ployes. Other qualifications .may
enter into the matter from an edu-
cational or civic pqint of view,

County Health Officer Moves

to .Guard Public Against
Adulteration

Instituting an _intensive cam-
paign: to stop the sale of water-
soaked rabbit meat, county health
authorities are preparing this
‘weék to prefer dharges of food
adulteration against several butch-
ers in the county, according to a
statement of Dr.. J. L. Pomeroy,
county  health officer.

More  than 90 per cefit of the
rabbit. “meat sold in the county
contains. an excess of 80 to 40 per
cent added water, it was: disclosed
by investigations recently made by
Jonathan 'Klrkpntrlck, chief food
inspector of the county health de-
partmeng. The practice of selling
any food product containing water,
the presence of which is not de-
clared on a label, is a violation of
the California Pure IFood and Drug
Act, Kirkpatrick points out.
Although the soaking of rabbit
meat in . water or allowing  the
meat to remain ‘directly on'ice for
a period 'of several hours is said’
to be for the purpose of “washing”
or changing the color of the meat
from a reddish pink to a bhluish-
white: most butchers and slaught-
erhouse operators admitted  the
knowledge that a rabbit will soak
\p from one-fourth to one-third
of its weight in water, Kirkpatrick
